Anyone  wko  knows  Deauville  during  tke  keigkt  of  tke  season 
and  wko  returns  to  it  now  would  ke  astounded  ky  tke  difference.

As  I  kave  said  over  and  over  again,  witkout  fear  of  contra- 
diction, tke  age  of  one  prevailing  style  for  everyone  to  follow  is 
past  and  gone,  and  tkerefore  wise  artists  and  dressmakers  give 
tkeir  collections  plenty  of  variety.  Tke  most  notakle  ckanges 
relate  to  tke  waist,  wkick  many  designers  are  putting  in  its  natural 
place,  and  to  tke  neck  openings.  Hitkerto  tkey  kave  keen  low, 
kut  some  firms  are  now  making  tkem  kigker.  Can  it  ke  tkat, 
for  once  in  a  way,  faskion  is  kecommg  so  logical  as  to  take  tke 
seasons  of  tke  year  into  account  ?.  Flounces  will  ke  arranged  in 
all  sorts  of  new  ways  :  At  Drecoll  s,  one  of  tke  new  satin  crepe 
models  is  trimmed  witk  a  kigk  pleated  flounce  wkick  edges  tke 
dress  in  front  and  at  tke  sides,  and,  on  tke  kack,  comes  up 
to  tke  skoulders.

His  composition  is  more  banal  but  he  has  few 
rivals  in  the  rendering  of  Mediterranean  fisher-craft,  especially  in  port. 

Mr.  Bonamici  seems  to  like  to  paint  at  that  time  of  year  when  the  sun  is  hottest,  at  that  time  of 
day  when  it  is  highest,  and  in  that  part  of  France  —  Martigues,  Toulon  —  where  it  is  brightest.  The 
result  is  exhilarating  to  a  rare  degree.  In  certain  pictures  one  feels  oneself  transported  bodily  to  those 
wonderful  prospects  and  climes.  That  he  is  not  tied  to  superlative  effects  is  proven  by  a  contrastingly 
delicate  marine  painted  in  the  early  morning.  Mr.  Bonamici  decidedly  extracts  the  maximum  from  his
